dren of an Education. 


At the head of Merchant street on 


Lincoln square last night, George R. 
Kirkpatrlck addressed a large audi- 
ence giving the third of his series of 
lectures. 
His 
subject 
was "Five 


Kinds of Despotism." 
He traced the 


history of political evolution, through 
the ages and pointed to the cause of 
the revolution 
each time 
as 
one of 


the forms of despotism by which the 


momically powerful class oppressed 


the economically weaker class. 
The 


present system he said was wrong and 
charged it as being responsible for the 
lack of education among the 
poorer 


classses. 
He cited a recent incident 


when he met a small boy carrying tel- 
egraph messages and asked him why 
he was not in school. 
The boy said 


he was compelled to work to assist in 
supporting his mother 
and 
brothers 


and sisters. 
This boy and the other 


members of the family might have re- 
ceived and were 
entitled to aid from 


the public treasury but under the pres- 
ent system those who accept aid from 
that source are regarded as socially 
disgraced and they sacrifice everything 
but honor to avoid the extremity of ac- 
cepting, aid from the county. 
The 


United States commissioner of educa.- 
tion was quoted as authority for (he 
statement that not one in seven of the 
children of. tills soimtrs art. PQ for i.5/ 


•anced In their studies that they even 
enter the high school. 
The system 


which robs the poor 
of the 
choicest 


blessing that can be bestowed upon 
tnem—an education, is radically and 
profoundly wrong.

lution," and Saturday night "Think or 
Surrender."
